According to Mr. Yellowley and 
other dry law experts, the old statute 
has sharper teeth than those found in 
the jaws of either the Volstead or 
the state search and seizure acts, par- 
ticularly in that it provides for the 
forfeiture to the gevernment of both 
real and personal property involved in 
booze manufacturé, even providing 
for the surrender of deeds to land over 
which bootleggers pass in traveling to 
and from a wildcat still. 

It will be a matter of but a short 
time until booze producing land and 
buildings, as well as paraphernalia, 
will be sold by United States Marshal 
Palmer E. Anderson under the ham- 
mer, if plans made known at Mr. Yel- 
lowley’s massmeeting last night should 
materialize. Under the Voilstead law 
the marshal’s auctions have been con- 
fined to sales of seized autos and booze 
making machinery available for legiti- 
mate industry. The most that has 
happened to any*real estate under the 
abatement of a nuisance clause of the 
Volstead act has been padlocking for a 
year. 

Stronger than Volstead Act.

“The mobilization should be com- 
plete or should not be attempted,” he 
said. ‘‘ But there would be no con- 
scription of capital and labor involved. 
You cannot take a man away from his 
home and force him to work at some- 
thing he doesn’t want to work at. 
That would be conscription. That 
would be impractical. The control 


would merely limit the return of capi- 


tal and labor.” 

Mr. Baruch thought it would be un- 
| wise to place the mobilization of ma- 
terial resources under the direction of 


the military authority. This, he said, 


should be controlled by the President 
through a civilian commission. 

Senator Bingham dsked Gen. Le 
Jeune,. commandant of the marine 
corps, whether, “as a_ soldier,” he 
would be in favor of giving the Presi- 
dent power to mobilize man power and 
resources whenever he deems war im- 
minent, though congress had not yet 
declared war. 

“As a soldier,” replied Gen. Le 
Jeune, “I don’t know that I have any 
particular thoughts on the matter, but 
as a citizen I think it would.be better 
for congress to decide when war is 
| imminent.”’ 

Capt. Taylor explained that the bill 
grew out of the dissatisfaction with 
which the returned soldiers of the 
world war viewed the large number of 
slackers who had dodged or procured 
exemptions from the draft and the 
profiteers who had enriched them- 
selves at home while the fighters were 
receiving only a fraction of their civil- 
ian pay.

Ballot box stealing and other forms 
of lawlessness will be strictly taboo at 
the primary election polls next Tues- 
day if orders issued to the police force 
yesterday are successfully carried oft. 

Under instructions sent to all com-

}) ATHENS, April 9.—An attempt to 
start a revolution against Président- 
elect Pangalos, who recently made him- 
self dictator of Greece, wag quickly 
crushed today. 

Three officers of the garrison at Sa- 
loniki, Majs. Bakirdji, Karahoufa, 
and Shevas, assured of the support of 
about 4,000 troops and hoping to win 
the favor of the rest, as well as of the 
naval units in the harbor, sought last 
night to gain control of the town, the 
cointry’s most important commercia! 
center. They succeeded in occupying 
> rain on the outskirts of the 
city. 

The remainder of the garrison and 
the fleet, which remained faithful to 
the government, immediately moved 
against the rebels. Reinforcements 
were rushed from Athens, and Dictator 
Pangalos sent a command to the rebels 
to surrender promptly or take the con- 
Sequences. At noon today the three of- 
ficers and their supporters uncondition- 
ally threw up the sponge. The officers 
will be transported immediately to 
Athens, where a special court martial 
has been called.

LEAPS 20STORIES 
TO HIS DEATH 


Was to Have Been Mar- 
ried in the Summer. 


New York, April 9.—{Special.}—Two 
hours after he had talked to his flancée, 
John C. Hilton, 25, son of Frank L.

An hour later 
Dikram Hagpiopian, an engraver with 
offices across the air shaft from Hil- 
ton’s, ran into the corridor shouting he 
had seen a man jump from the win- 
dow sill. 

When notified, the young man’s 
father said he believed the death of his | 
son was accidental. He said he had 
not been told that any stab wounds 
were found on the body.

possibilities are great, its recreational benefits 
would be limitless. With extreme foresight, Cook 
county some years ago created the forest preserve 
board, whose function should be exactly what its 
‘name implies—the preservation of the small 
‘amount of wild land still remaining within the 
county limits. The forest preserve board has done 
that. It has saved some 30,000 acres of land that 
‘today afford one of the greatest attractions of the 
greater Chicago territory. 

The zoo will do for animal! life what the forest 
preserve did for the woods and plains and rivers.

state treasury. Stratton approves Small’s methods 
and Kinney opposes them. The Supreme court has 
held Gov. Small liable for a million dollars, more 
cor less, which disappeared during his administra- 
tion as state treasurer. Now the voters of Illinois 
have an opportunity—their first since the decision 
was handed down—to indorse or condemn it. Kin- 
ney thinks the court was right and Stratton thinks 
the governor was right.

MR, WHEELER TELLS HIS STORY. 


[New York World.] 

Mr. Wayne B. Wheeler, long head of the Ohio tem- 
perance forces and later legislative superintendent of 
the National Anti-Saloon league, has been telling ip 
the Times the story of prohibition's adoption. It is a 
narrative with one remarkable feature. Prohibition 
has supposedly been a great moral movement, but 
moral enthusiasm has no place in Mr. Wheeler's story. 

Mr. Wheeler has nothing whatever to say about 
prohibition as a great spontaneous crusade for social 
betterment. He treats it just as any hectoring 
opportunistic politician would treat any political fight 
for any material object—spoils, or a high tariff, or 
party succéss. He does not present prohibition as an 
impulse springing from national conviction. He pre- 
sents it as something to be put over:on the nation. It 
was to be put over by every trick and every device in 
the political bag; by “ drum-fire,” by “ storming the 
trenches,” by “ trading jack-knives,” by “ giving the 
boys a white alley,” to use some of Mr. Wheeler’s 
expressive phrases. We may search Mr. Wheeler's 
articles in vain for any expression showing that his 
associates believed there was an earnest, abiding con- 
viction among the majority of the American people 
in favor of national prohibition, What they did be- 
lieve, to the last salaried worker, was that prohibition 
could be put across—that congress could be “lined 
up” and every “ hurdle” negotiated. Mr. Wheeler is 
forced to admit that his prohibition forces have shown 
“demobilization and demoralisation,” with “cold 
feet” and even “a yellow streak.” He is forced to 
admit that opposition te Volstead prohibition is gain- 
ing strength. The reaction from the events of 1918 
is under way.

Now he intends to get his sec- 
ond papers. Will his wife and daughter 
be accepted as citizens with him, since 
the new law has been adopted, or must 
each get her papers for herself?

The naturalization of the father will 
naturelize the minor child residing in this 
country, but will not naturalize his wife, who 
must file a petition. She may do so without 
a first paper after her husband shal! have 
been naturalized.

2. If he does leave a will and does not 
mention the common-law wife could she 
have that will set aside? E. N. 

1.—If the facts are such that she is actual- 
ly his common-law wife, she would take one- 
third of his estate in addition to widow's 
award and possible homestead. But if the 
relationship was entered into in this state 
subsequently to 1905 it would not be valid 
under the present Illinois law. 

2. If she is, in fact, a common-law wife 
she can renounce such a will and take instead 
her statutory share.

Does the public think that we have 
20,000 inspectors available to protect us 
from the bootlegging of milk from Wis- 
consin? 

What is to prevent the farmer with 
the tested herd from bringing in his 
neighbor’s milk who has an untested 
herd? 

The following is an example of what 
is happening: On a farm in Cook 
county near Barrington there is a fine 
young herd of healthy milch cows that 
were received less than 12 months ago, 
tested and guaranteed, from Wisconsin. 
This farmer agreed to have them re- 
tested in Illinois, but the state of Illi- 
rois had no time or money to test and 
a reputable veterinary is not considered 
competent, although the farmer was 
willing to pay the expense. On failing to 
have his milk accepted, he endeavored 
to secure some hogs for feeding pur- 
poBbes at the Union stockyards, but was 
informed by commission merchants that 
no hogs could be shipped on account of 
the diseased conditions prevailing at the 
yards.

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CHAOS IN CHINA 
STOPS POWERS? 
PROBE OF COURTS 


{Chieage Tribune Press Service.) 
PEKING, April 9.—The foreign pow- 
ers’ judicial commission will  in- 
form the Chinese government to- 
‘morrow of the abandonment of its 
‘proposed visits to the provinces to 


‘investigate the provincial courts and 
‘prisons, on the ground that the gov- 
‘ernment is unable to operate trains in 
lany direction. The.actual reason is 
'that China lacks a constitution, hence 
the law is inoperative, while’ many 
courts are closed because the money 
has been diverted to military demands.

KELKER PLANS 
JOINT SUBWAYS 
FOR $140,000,000 


Subways in the loop for both ele- 
vated and surface lines would cost 
$140,000,000, according to 4 report 
completed yesterday by Maj. R. F. 
Kelker Jr., engineer for the city coun- 
cil committee on local transportation. 
To put the elevated tracks under- 
ground, would require $65,000,000, the 
report estimates, while the share of 
the surface lines would be $70,000,000. 
The value of the present loop e!-vated 
structure was set at $15,000,000. 
Under the Kelker plan, the tracks 
of the west side L would go under- 
ground at Ogden avenue, under Laka 
street to Wabash, south to Van Buren 
and west to Green street, where they 
would yeappear. 

One bore for the north and south 
lines would begin at Chicago avenue 
and Franklin street, following Wells 
to Polk street. Another would go un- 
derground at North avenue and Lar- 
abee street, go east under North 
avenue and State street and south to 
22nd street. 

All surface lines, under the plan, 
would be subways in the area bound: 
ed by Chicago, Racine and Michigan 
avenue and 16th street.

This establishes 10 foot traffic lanes 
as unite on all new country highways about 
Chicago, and is expected to influence the 
general standard to be adopted throughout 
northern Dlinois for both streets and high- 
ways.

thue allow two feet of clearance in 
each traffic lane, whether the pavement built 
is 20 or 40 feet wide.
